Another one of Lowell's sons is do- 
ing his share—and a big share—to 
make this country's part in the world 
•war a victorious part. John C. Perci- 
val, business manager of the national 
headquarters o£ the Comforts' com- 
mittee, Navy League of the United 
States, is in Lowell for a few days 
and is staying with friends here while 
conferring with, officials of the Amer- 
ican Woolen Co. in Boston in regard 
to the yarn situation. He is also 
conducting a woolen investigation in 
the interest of the Council of National 
Defense. 
Mr. Percival's duties bring him in 
close touch with many high govern- 
ment officials and he personally super- 


• vises the purchase of all woolen yarn 
for the Navy league. Although 
he 
has been in Washington less than a 
year, the Lowell boy is already looked 
upon by officials there as an authority 
on the wool situation throughout the 
country. 
The Navy league was organized 13 
years ago and its purpose is to look 
out for the welfare of men and offi- 
cers in both b.ranches of the national 
service—army and navy—but primar- 
ily in the 
latter. Its 
personnel is 
made up of the officers and men of 
the navy and it looks after not only 


^ the personal welfare of the men, but 
it has a general interest in the service 
as a whole. It was the first and most 
persistent organization to preach pre- 
paredness and through its influence 
a.n enlarged battleship building pro- 
gram was adopted by congress even 
before war started. For this reason 
it is held in high esteem by the offi- 
cials of the government.

18.—Further 


r««lr!oMo»6 of tho country's less essen- 
tial industries, wiiich will drastically 
limit non-war building operations for 
the duration of tho war, was announced 
yiwterday by the fuel administration, in 
orders curtailing the manufacture of 1C 
principal clay products, from 15 to 50 
per cent. The manufacturing program 
of this industry was ordered placed on a 
war basis. 


Face brick, common and paving brick, 


terra cotta, roofing tile, floor and wall 
tile and sanitary ware were 
ordered 


curtailed 50 per cent; hollow tile, sewer 
pipe and drain tile 25 per cent, and 
stoneware, with the exception of chemi- 
cal stoneware, is curtailed 15 per cent. 
Another new order curtails the output 
of enamelware 50 per cent. 


The percentage of curtailment In each 


case is based on the average output for 


. the past three years.

Referring to the different percentages 


of curtailment, tho announcement said 
these were worked out "after careful 
investigation and represent rates of 
production which will be for the best 
interests of the necessary government 
work and in general for the interests of 
the manufacturers involved." 


Further explaining the action, tho 


statement added: "The experience of the 
Jiast year has brought two facts clearly 
to the front. First, that as far as pos- 
sible the new war work must be put 
into old factories to take the place of 
less essential production. Second, that 
in addition to this transference it will 
be necessary for many industries to 
make deliberate sacrifices of a part of 
their ordinary business in order that 
there may be transportation, men and 
materials enough for war production. 


"In general the minimum basis of 


running for the year has been estab- 
lished in each class of clay production. 
This minimum has taken account of the 
more necessary requirements outside of 


larger proportion than 
usual of 'the

Soldiers, freshly drawn from civilian 


life, are not supposed to know all about

So. they were astonished 
when the intelligence officers sharply 
stopped the fad, ordered those who had 
tattoos on their arms to see that they 
were quickly 
obliterated, 
and then 


traced the origin of the idea. 


They found it without much trouble, 
and as they suspected from the start, 
it was a Hun agent.

HITCHCOCK 
UNACCEPTABLE 


In point of service and seniprity Senator Hitchcock is in line for 


the chairmanship of the committee on foreign relations made vacant by 
the death of Senator Stone. 
In view of his past record as laid bare by 


a New I York paper it would be highly improper to appoint him to the 
position as he never could command general confidence, nor so far as 
can be judged could he give the administration loyal support, 


A government is never safe in the hands of its enemies and although 


Senator Hitchcock is a democrat and the ranking member of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, he should not be allowed to occupy the high 
position of chairman. 


Stone was unfitted for the place but so far as sympathy with the 


government in the prosecution of the war is concerned, he was very 
much to be preferred to Hitchcock. 
The latter may have changed, but 


in the early stages of the war, he was associated with the German- 
American Alliance and with men who were working in the interests of 
German}'. When the Lnsitaniu was sunk, he favored a money reparation 
in settlement of all claims. 
Immediately after in discussing the presi- 


dent's strong note of protest, he spoke as if he felt that Americans had 
no right to,travel on British ships loaded with munitions. 


In 1915 the publication of the papers of Albert, the financial agent 


of Germany sent to this country to promote propaganda work, caused a 
sensation. At that time a movement was on foot to place an embargo 
on the export of munitions and the German agents relied upon Senator 
Hitchcock for influential support. 


It was noticeable also that Senator Hitchcock opposed every step 


towards preparation for war. He tried to wreck the tariff and federal 
reserve bills and helped to kill the first ship purchase bill while as late 
as 1916, he opposed any increase in the army. 
Since the declaration 


of war, he has figured among the disaffected senators and but recently 
made a bitter attack upon the administration in connection with the 
Chamberlain speech. 
It is bad enough to have such a man in the 


senate in any capacity,' but to make him chairman of the .committee 
on foreign relations is simply unthinkable. 
Senator J. Sharpe Williams 


is mentioned as suitable for the place. He is a man of first rate ability 
and whose loyalty has never at any time nor upon -any occasion been 
placed in doubt.

OH' SUFKICIEXT SUPPLY OF 


MILK 


WASHINGTON, April IS.—How many 


babies and little children in Baltimore 
are being deprived of sufficient milk to 
properly nourish them and the 
fact 


that some are actually getting no milk 
at all as the result of a 
steady de- 


crease in milk production, is brought 
out by an investigation by the 
dren's bureau of the department of la- 
bor. 


The investigation included 756 chil- 


dren between the ages of 2 and 7 of 
whom it was found only 21S hud fresh 
milk to drink against 451 a year ago. 
Of those only 20 received as much as 
three cups a day". 
Babies under two 


fared slightly better, their needs being 
more generally understood than those 
ot children of two years and ovt:r. 


It was found that 107 families bought 


no fresh milk at all as against 37 a 
year ago. 
The 'families included one- 


fourth of all the children under 7. 


Substitution of tea and coffee for 


milk in children's diet was found prev- 
alent. 
That is regarded by the 
chil- 


dren's bureau as the most serious as- 
pect of the investigation. Of 575 chil- 
dren not drinking milk 36S were found 
to be drinking tea and coffee and 133 
were "sharing the family diet." 


The children investigated represent- 


ed families with various incomes but 
the decreases in the amount of 
milk 


purchased was not unlike for families 
of different earning capacities. 
Some 


mothers seemed to realize 
that 
milu 


should be provided at 
any 
sacrifice 


while others who could better afford it, 
the report says, failed to grasp the 
importance of what it meant to 
their 
children.

Others who do expetc to have outdoor 


gardens and who have no hotbeds in 
which to get an early start for certain 
plants should sow these seeds in flower 
?ots and boxes. 


Tomatoes, early cabbages, peppers, 


eggplant, melons, may be started this 
way and transplanted into .the garden 
or larger boxes upon the front or back 
porch or even on the roof. An extra 
early crop of lettuce and green onions 
may be obtained in^ the same way, :f 
onion bulbs instead of seed are used. 


Fill the pot or box with loose rich 


soil. Bore a. few holes in bottom of box 
to let out excess moisture. At night 
cover with paper bag or remove from 
window so the plants will not be killed 
by the cold air. 


'Thin out plants to about two square 


inches each when they reach two inches 
in height. Double the space for each as 
they grow up to four inches, excepting 
lettuce, radishes and onions which may 
remain about two inches apart until 
ready to eat.

Tbe manufacturing program 
of this industry was ordered placed on a 
war basis. 
Pace brick, common and paving brick, 
terra cotta, roofing tile, floor and wall 
tile and sanitary ware 'were ordered 
curtailed 50 per cent; hollow tile, sewer 
pipe and drain tile 
25 per cent, and 
stoneware, with the exception of chemi • 
cal stoneware, is curtailed 16 per cent. 
Another new order curtails tho output 
of enamelware 50 per cent.

Parts of 
the plants affected will be converted for

That the production of all building 


materials eventually may be substan- 
tially curtailed was disclosed by the 
statement accompanying" yesterday's or- 
ders. 


Referring: to the different percentages 


of curtailment, the announcement said 
these were worked out "after careful 
investigation and represent rates of 
production which will be for the best 
interests, of the necessary g-overnment 
work and in general for the interests of 
the manufacturers involved." 


Further explaining1 the action, the 


statement added; "The experience of the 
past year has brought two facts clearly 
.to the front. First, that as far as pos- 
sible the new war work must be put 
into old factories to take the place of 
lees essential production. Second, that 
in addition to this transference it will 
be necessary for many industries to 
make deliberate sacrifices of a part of 
their ordinary business in order that 
there may be transportation, men and 
materials enough for war production. 
"In general the minimum basis of 


running for the year has been estab- 
lished in each class of clay production. 
This minimum has taken account of the 
more necessary requirements outside of 


larger proportion than usual of 
product bo produced in a given district."

Lowell representative, after explaining 
that the bill has never been adequately 
considered by any legislative commit- 
tee, moved that it be sent back to the 
ways and means committee for fur- 
ther study, and 
his suggestion -was 


accepted. 


Before making the motion, however, 


Lowell representative took occa- 


to express his own views with 


respect to the bill. After stating that 
while the measure appeared to be in 
his charge as chairman of the federal 
relations committee, nevertheless 
he 


had never approved it, nor had it ever 
been acted upon 'by that committee. 
"This bill was given to a certain mem- 
ber of the committee, a member of 
the senate, to see if he could prepare 
a better draft, and unknown to 
the 


rest of us he filed it in the senate witii 
what appeared to be tho endorsement 
of the committee. 


"As it is worded now, this bill places 


a penalty upon loyalty to the United 
States. Many alien residents, in filling 
out their questionnaires, have made no 
claim to exemption on the ground that 
they were aliens, 
but have 
entered 


service in accordance with the spirit 
of the selective service law. But there 
are others who have claimed exemp- 
tion, and the $[» tax provided in this 
bill is not nearly 
enough for them. 


Mr. Collins of Edgartown has offered 
an amendment to make it $50, and I 
hope that" amendment will be adopted, 
although personally I would rather 
make it $500.

HITCHCOCK 
UNACCEPTABLE 


In point of service and seniority Senator Hitchcock is in line for 


the chairmanship of, the committee on foreign relations made vacant by 
the death of Senator Stone. 
In view of his past record as laid bare by 


a New York paper it would be highly improper to appoint him to the 
position as he never could command general confidence, nor so far as 
can be judged could he give the administration loyal support. 


A government is never safe in the hands of its enemies and although 


Senator Hitchcock is a democrat and the ranking member of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, he should not be allowed to occupy the high 
position of chairman. 


Stone was unfitted for the place but so far as sympathy with the 


government in the prosecution of the war is concerned, he was verj 
much to be preferred to Hitchcock. 
The latter may have changed, but 


in the early stages of the war, he was associated Tfith the German- 
American Alliance and with men who were working in the interests of 
Germany. When the Lusitania was sunk, he favored a money reparation 
in settlement of all claims. 
Immediately after in discussing the presi- 


dent's strong note of protest, he spoke as if he felt that Americans had 
no right to travel on British ships loaded with munitions. 


, In 1915 the publication of the papers of Albert, the financial agent 


of Germany sent to this country to promote propaganda work, caused a 
sensation. At that time a movement was on foot to place an embargo 
on the export of munitions and the German agents relied upon Senator 
Hitchcock for influential support.

OP SUFFICIENT SUPPLY OK 


MILK 


WASHINGTON, April IS.—How many 


babies and little children in Baltimore 
are being deprived of sufficient milk to 
properly nourish them 
and 
the 
fact 


that some are actually Betting no milk 
at ail as the result of a 
steady 
de- 


crease in milk production, is brought 
out by an investigation by the 
chil- 


dren's bureau of the department of la- 
bor. 


The investigation included 756 chil- 


dren between the ages of 2 a.nd 7 of 
whom it was found only 219 had fresh 
milk to drink against 454 a year 
ago. 


Of those only 20 received as much as 
three cups a day. 
Babies under two 


fared slightly better, their needs being 
more generally understood than those 
of children of two years and ovt.r. 


It was found that 107 families bought 


no fresh milk at all as against 37 a 
year ago. 
The families included one- 


fourth of all the children under 7. 


Substitution of tea 
and coffee 
for 


tnilk in children's diet was found prev- 
alent. 
That is rega-rded by the 
chil- 


dren's bureau as the most serious as- 
pect of the investigation. 
Of 575 chil- 


dren not drinking milk 368 wore found 
lo be drinking tea and coffee and 138 
were "sharing the family diet." 


The children investigated 
represent- 


ed families with various incomes 
but 


thc decreases in thc amount of 
milk

Many persons start at thi» time ; to 


srow flowers, niling windows with pots 
and boxes of growing flowers. 


The same method of producing vege- 


tables may be used. 


Growing vegetables in flower pots 


may not supply as much perfume but it 
will reduce your cost of living. 


There are those who live in apart- 


ment and 
tenement buildings; 
those 


who have no backyards or vacant lot* 
to till. They can do their "bit" toward 
increasing the nation's food supply by 
having window gardens. 


Others who do expetc to have outdoor 


gardens and who have no hotbeds 
which to get an early start for certain 
plants should sow these seeds In flower 
pots and boxes. 


Tomatoes, early cabbages, peppers, 


eggplant, melons, may be started this 
way and transplanted into the garden 
or larger boxes upon the front or back 
porch or even on the roof. 
An extra 


early crop of lettuce and green onions 
may be obtained in the same way, :f 
onion bulbs instead of seed are used. 


Fill the pot or box with loose rich 


soil. Bore a few holes in bottom of box 
to let out excess moisture. At night 
cover with paper bag or remove f.rom 
window so the plants will not be killed 
by the cold air. 
. Thin out plants to about two square 
inches each when they reach two inches 
in height. Double the space for each as 
they grow up to four inches, excepting 
lettuce, radishes and onions which may 
remain about two inches apart until 
ready to eat. 


Transplant tomatoes, 
peppers, cgs- 


plant, melons, 
cucumbers to 
garden 


after ground has wanned up and dan- 


ger of even 
the 
slightest 
frost 
has 


passed. 


These plants, however, "may be trans- 


planted to larger pots, one to a 12-inch 
pot or box, and allowed to grow to ma- 
turity there. They will need plenty of 
liquid manure—made by letting fresh 
manure soak in water and pouring: the 
water on the soil near the stem, but not 
touching- it. 


Cucumbers, melons, tomatoes may be 


grown in the ordinary porch boxes and 
allowed to climb.a wire or lattice, being 
securely tied with soft cord or pieces of 
rag'. 


Tomato or cucumber plants growing 


up from porch boxes are every bit as 
green and shady as other foliage plants 
which produce nothing but leaves.
